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AmSafe 

A BRIDPORT company has signed a deal worth 
US $45million to kit out planes heading to the 
world’s war zones. 

The deal is for AmSafe to supply a total of 180 air¬ 
craft with a main deck barrier - webbing designed to 
stop cargo shooting into the passenger areas of an 
aircraft in a crash. 

The company’s products are used on virtually all of 
the world’s airlines with the Bridport arm supplying 
aircraft firms Boeing and Airbus. 

The contract was signed after a five-year develop¬ 
ment project. 

AmSafe marked the occasion by giving its Brid¬ 
port employees a slice of cake and a commemorative 
mug on March 8th. 

Neal McKeever, vice-president of defence at Am- 
safe, said the contract was about sustaining the busi¬ 
ness - but would not create further employment in 
the town. 

He said: “A project like this is a long term pro¬ 
gramme beacuse those aircraft will remain in serv-

ice for 30 to 40 years. As long as Airbus continues to 
build aircraft we will build the equipment for them. 

“We have completed the development project and 
are now moving into the development phase.” 

When asked about keeping jobs in Bridport for the 
duration of the contract (up to 20 years) he said: “We 
are certainly not in the area of creating more jobs 
with this contract. This is about sustaining the busi¬ 
ness we have got. 

“Nothing is forever. I cannot speculate what might 
happen in terms of macro-economics.” 

Rob Bryan, program manager, defence, at AmSafe, 
said: “The contract means some sort of security of 
employment. It’s a long-term contract that will go 
on for 15-20 years. 

“When it is up and going full belt we could see 20 


people work on it but cannot guarantee anything. 

“The work has to be done somewhere and cannot 
guarantee that work will be done in Bridport because 
the world is not like that, but we expect it to be.” 

The Bridport arm of AmSafe Global Holdings Inc 
was sold to aviation company Transdigm Group Inc 
this January. 

The business, which operates from the former 
Bridport Gundry site in the town centre, was sold for 
the third time since 2003 in a deal worth a reported 
US$750 million. 

AmSafe employs around 150 people in Bridport 
and is the world’s leading designer and manufacturer 
of cargo restraint products for both aerospace and 
military use, according to its website.

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MAGIC Drum provides drumming workshops 
and rhythm-based training for school, commu¬ 
nity and corporate clients across the South of 
England. 

The magic drum concept was conjured up by 
Dorchester born Ralph Cree and co-founder Glyn 
Bush. Both are skilled workshop facilitators with 
a wealth of experience as teachers and profes¬ 
sional musicians, with expert knowledge of 
Samba, Brazilian and African rhythms and the 
music of Cuba and Jamaica. 

Here Ralph tells us all about drumming and ex¬ 
plains what's so"magic"about group drumming. 

Ralph is 34-years-old and lives in Owermoigne 
with his partner Dizzi Dulcimer and their dog Jeff. 

Magic drum are available to do workshops with 
your group or organisation and the Magic Drum 
Orchestra is available to perform at events. 


■ HOW did you come across drumming? 

When I was five I learned piano at school, but I went off 
it quite quickly. I didn’t do any music again until I was 
13-years-old when my school were offering a terms free 
tuition for any instrument and my parents said I should 
take the opportunity. I chose the rock drums and loved it 
straight away. When I was 161 was drummer in my first 
band which was called Bunga and included Chris Martin 
from Coldplay. 

■ HOW did you come to be good at so many styles 
of drumming? 

My first teacher was a military drummer, which was a 
good starting point. Then I went travelling throughout 
India and South East Asia and came across lots of differ¬ 
ent cultural drumming styles. When I went to university 
in London to study World Music and Religion I became 
familiar with even more drumming styles such as 
African, Cuban and Brazilian Samba drumming. 

■ HOW did Magic Drum come into being? 

When I finished university I moved back to Dorset where 
I bumped into Glyn Bush who had started a band called 
“Lightning Head”. He recruited me to play percussion 
and part of that included Brazilian Samba drumming. The 
band lasted about year and then Glyn and I decided we’d 
start teaching Samba drumming. That was back in 2004. 
So, we went on an Arthur Hull training weekend. Arthur 
is like the Grandaddy of the Drum Circle movement. The 
course we did was on drum circle facilitation which is 
about informal, in the moment drumming - like jamming 
with drums. The facilitator acts like a conductor so it’s 



not just a free for all. Everyone’s improvising so the fa¬ 
cilitator orchestrates it so it’s not complete chaos. The 
music just starts happening. 

■ AND how have things moved on since then? 

We got hooked on the idea of using drumming as a way 
to build communities. We started doing dmm circle work¬ 
shops at Dorchester Arts Centre once a month and that’s 
when we really became Magic Drum. I bought a load of 
African and Brazilian drums and percussion, and did our 
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first drum circle and 75 people showed up - all ages, from 
toddlers to people in their 80s. We still do those work¬ 
shops but only four times a year now because other things 
have also taken off. Now I teach drums in schools and do 
corporate and team building workshops for all sorts of 
businesses, organisations and community groups. I also 
teach music technology and do a small amount of paid 
performing. 

■ TELL us about the performance section of Magic 
Drum? 

The Magic Drum Orchestra is a 20 piece professional 
Samba band. This summer we are already booked to play 
at the Larmer Tree festival in Dorset and at “Cloud 
Cuckoo Land” which is held near Cheddar in Somerset. 
We have played at Big Chill, Camp Bestival and lots of 
local festivals and we also do workshops. 

■ WHAT is so "magic" about drumming? 

Lrom my experience of group drumming I can honestly 
say that if I’ve had a hard day and then do a couple of 
hours of drumming then it makes me feel very alive. 
There’s loads of research to show the link between well¬ 
ness and drumming; it boosts the immune system, re¬ 
lieves stress.. .group drumming that is. 

■ WHAT do you say to people who think they have 
got no rhythm? 

I have never met anyone with no rhythm. We work with 
people who may feel sheepish about trying or have never 
played an instrument before but within five minutes we 
have them playing and smiling. It’s never not happened.

Battle for West Bay lookout goes to district council

COASTWATCH bosses 
are to lobby the district 
council as they fight to 
keep a lookout service in 
Lyme Bay. 

The move comes after 
Bridport town councillors 
opposed plans for a Na¬ 
tional Coastwatch Institu¬ 
tion (NCI) lookout to be 
built on West Bay’s East 
Pier. 

NCI members were left 
“dismayed” and “disap¬ 
pointed” with the decision 
they fear could leave Lyme 
Bay without a dedicated 
coast watch service. 

The planning application 
comes as the institution 
prepares to close its cur¬ 
rent lookout hut in West 
Bexington when the 
landowners start develop¬ 


ing the area this October. 

Fifty volunteers includ¬ 
ing former Coastguard and 
RNLI crew members and a 
former Air-Sea Rescue 
Service pilot man the 
Lyme Bay station. 

Clive Edwards, NCI 
Lyme Bay station man¬ 
ager, said the location was 
chosen after rejecting 
’’dozens” of other loca¬ 
tions along the coast fol¬ 
lowing site visits with 
officers from the district 
council, which owns the 
Grade II listed pier. 

West Dorset District 
Council development 


committee is yet to set a 
date to on which they will 
make the final decision on 
the application. 

Mr Edwards said he was 
dismayed and disap¬ 
pointed in the way the ap¬ 
plication was dealt with. 

The retired auxiliary 
coastguard said: “They say 
the East Pier location is 
not right but how the hell 
do councillors know what 
Coastwatch needs in par¬ 
ticular. 

“It seems a great a shame 
that they don’t realise we 
have done a great deal of 
research and that the East 


Pier is the most ideal and 
viable location. 

“My chairman is taking 
it up with the big chiefs of 
NCI as well as making 
representation to WDDC 
because at the end of the 
day it’s them that make the 
decision. 

“If WDDC turn the ap¬ 
plication down because of 
the town council’s recom¬ 
mendation then it does in¬ 
crease the chance of a 
fatality in the area.” 

The former British Sail¬ 
ing team chief rescue offi¬ 
cer added it was a tense 
time because the NCI was 
even more important after 
the coastguard’s helicopter 
and its Portland centre was 
pulled from the area.

Town hall clock mystery 


A HEATING system added during the £1.4million town 
hall renovation could be to blame for the town clock not 
working. 

Despite completion of the 13-month project town coun¬ 
cil chiefs are no closer to understanding why the clock - 
which dates back to the 1800s - is broken. 

The mechanism may have been affected by the works 
or the air circulation or heating systems, said town clerk 
Bob Gillis. 

Experts are now being drafted in to fix the Bridport 
landmark. 

Mr Gillis said the clock was hand wound until 1973 and 
was an important part of the building and a key local land¬ 
mark. 

He said: “During the recently completed Town Hall 
Heritage and Conservation project there were mainte¬ 
nance works undertaken to the clock tower and the facade 
but, in view of their specialist nature, not to the clock 
mechanism itself. 

“Whilst every effort has been made to address the prob¬ 
lem, so far this has sadly not been successful. The town 
council is now seeking further expert advice to seek to 
ensure that this important local landmark continues to 
mark time in Bridport. 

“It is a very sensitive piece of equipment and requires 
specialist knowledge to keep it running.” 

The town hall was built in 1786 and the clock is be¬ 
lieved to have been working since the early 1800s. 

For many years it was maintained by Roger Snook and 


is currently looked after by town council employee Paul 
Violet. 




New bus service for Bothenhampton

What about the health of our democracy? 


SEVERAL recent events have provided a snapshot 
into the health of democracy around the world. 

‘Super Tuesday’ showcased the fine health of 
democracy in the U.S, with millions of people across 
10 states voting on the same day for their preferred 
Republican presidential candidate. 

Over the Bering Sea, we can see a somewhat more 
troubled democratic process leading to the re-elec¬ 
tion of Vladimir Putin. 

Meanwhile, across North Africa and the Middle 
East, we see democracy in its infancy as country after 
country is reformed through internal struggle, peo- 
pledesperately wanting the power to elect those that 
govern them. 

Such events lead me to ponder what people in other 
countries must think about the health of our democ¬ 
racy, particularly the current hot topic of our un¬ 
elected second chamber - the House of Lords. 

Do Americans think we suffer from a democratic 
deficit? Do Russians find our criticisms of their sys¬ 
tem somewhat ironic? Would Syrians think it quaint 
to see us concerned about the number of truly elected 
chambers, when they would be delighted to have just 
one? 

There is nothing like a good constitutional im¬ 
broglio to make parliamentarians vociferous. So the 
corridors of Westminster are buzzing with talk about 
the House of Lords - although I suspect the topic is 
of little immediate concern to many of our fellow cit¬ 
izens, who are more preoccupied with jobs, taxes, 
public services and the everyday challenges of life. 

Nevertheless, the structure of our Parliament is 
something that will undoubtedly affect us all over the 
decades, and it does therefore merit real (though not 
obsessive) attention. 


My own views on the subject were formed on one 
particular evening just before the 2001 election. The 
then government was seeking to pass a particular 
law. The bill in question had not managed to get 
through its normal process in the House of Commons 
in time for it to be brought into law before the elec¬ 
tion. 

A procedural wrangle ensued and the government 
whips then found an ingenious solution. A motion 
was proposed and carried - stating that the bill in 
question was deemed to have gone through all its 
stages. 

It was at this point that I realised with a slightly 
sickening thud that it was at least theoretically pos¬ 
sible for a government that commanded a majority 
in the House of Commons to pass a motion on the 
day after a general election which would make it un¬ 
necessary for the House of Commons to do anything 
further during the remainder of the Parliament, sim¬ 
ply by deeming that everything the government put 
before the House of Commons had gone through its 
various stages and had been approved without 
amendment. 

Of course, in a country with a written constitution, 
this would not be possible. But we don’t have a writ¬ 
ten constitution and, in the absence of such a consti¬ 
tutional check, my own view is that we do need a 
second chamber that feels sufficiently self-confident 
to place a real check on the power of the executive 
(and hence on the power of the House of Commons). 

In a democratic age, I don’t personally believe that 
the second chamber will ever have that kind of self- 
confidence until it has at least a substantial propor¬ 
tion of elected members.

THIS is the dramatic moment when an 
£85,000 excavation digger was plucked 
to safety from the harbour at West Bay 
after a two-day recovery mission. 

Excavation work in the harbour 
ground to a halt when the 24 tonne Trax 
excavator machine became trapped in 
soft mud at the bottom of the slip way. 

The driver of the excavator escaped 
without injury when it became stuck 
and was later swamped by the incoming 
tide. The digger was ruined in the inci¬ 
dent. 

Teams from Axminster Excavation 
and Bridport Harbour worked in vain 
throughout the night to drag the ma¬ 
chine out of the harbour on Friday, 
March 9th. 

A break down truck from Bride Valley 
Motors on West Pier helped pull the 
machine to dry land the following after¬ 
noon. 

The Grade II listed West Pier was 
closed during the recovery process. 

A large crowd gathered to watch the 
drama unfold on East Pier. 

The incident happened during the an¬ 
nual dredging of the harbour. 

Sam Vosey, director of Axminster Ex¬ 
cavation, said it had been a bit embar¬ 
rassing. 

He said: “We’ve never had anything 
happen like this in West Bay. We’ve had 
other hiccups elsewhere but not quite in 
the same circumstances.” 

He added: “We’ve looked at CCTV 
footage and we could see the machine 
track into the harbour and position itself 
to start work and then it swung round

and literally slid slightly sideways and 
downwards. 

“It went about three-quarters-of-a- 
metre down as quickly as that. 

“The operator stood no chance. It 
wasn’t a mechanical or operator error it 
was just bad luck. The driver was upset 
because it was a pride thing.” 

The digger suffered electronic and 
computer damage and is likely to be 
written off, said Mr Vosey. 

The dredging was scheduled to be un¬ 
dertaken over five days and nine low 
tides and included the closing of the Es¬ 
planade road. 

Excavations are carried out to ensure 
the build up of silt - caused by the ebb 
and flow of the tide - does not become 
so great it endangers boat users travel¬ 
ling in and out of the harbour 

James Radcliffe, Bridport Harbour¬ 
master, said the area around the slip 
way was due to be closed because of the 
work but the mooring holders could still 
come in and out. 

He said: “There was no danger be¬ 
cause it was out of the way and at this 
time of the year nobody uses that area.” 

He added: “The machines were there 
as part of our annual dredging of the 
harbour and unfortunately one got stuck 
as the tide came in and swamped it. 

“I’ve been here five years and I’ve not 
seen a machine get stuck to this extent.”

Volunteers plant new community orchard 


VOLUNTEERS braved the rain to plant 
Bridport’s second community orchard. 

A total of 25 native species apple trees 
were planted in Allington to form an area 
christened ‘Jubilee Green’ to commemo¬ 
rate the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

Around 30 volunteers met at the top of 
Park Road to plant the trees on a 1,200 
square metre patch of land during the 
morning of Sunday, March 4th. 

The volunteers included four town coun¬ 
cillors, members of various Bridport 
groups, residents and two visitors from 
London. 

Former town mayor Geoffrey Ackerman 
planted a ‘home grown oak’ to mark the

forthcoming Jubilee. 

The orchard was made possible through 
a £500 donation from Bridport Lions after 
the district council transferred the owner¬ 
ship of the land to Bridport Town Council. 

The work was organised by Bridport 
Community Orchard Group (BCOG), 
which takes care of the public orchard be¬ 
hind St Mary’s Church on South Street. 

Jill Lloyd, chairman of the group, said 
the event was a huge success despite the 



weather. 

She said: “In pouring rain about 30 in¬ 
trepid volunteers planted trees and plants 
for the area at the top of Park Road in the 
open area, henceforth known as ‘Jubilee 
Green’. 

“The trees were chosen to increase bio¬ 
diversity and attract wildlife such as birds, 
butterflies, and bees, but also for the en¬ 
joyment of local people.” 

The trees included eight apple trees and 
a Medlar on the land just before the en¬ 
trance to Allington Hill. The plants include 
small native trees, a mixture of fruiting, 
flowering and deciduous. 

The town council will manage the land, 
in partnership with the orchard group. 


Other groups represented were The 
Allington Hill Billies, Transition Town 
Bridport and Dorset Wildlife Trust. The 
planting plan was chosen to preserve the 
panoramic views of the town, surrounding 
hills and coast which can be seen from the 
two existing benches on the green. 

Mrs Lloyd said: “The Orchard Group 
would like to thank the Lions Club of 
Bridport for their generosity; the town 
council, Carl Stoodley at Forest and Tree 
care, Groves Nurseries, Treewise, and 
Thornhayes nurseries, Cullompton for 
trees and accessories.”

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Murdered vicar's sister 
speaks of family loss 


THE Bridport based sister of Reverend 
John Suddards has spoken of his fam¬ 
ily's day-to-day struggle to come to 
terms with his death, writes PAUL 
CROMPTON. 

Hilary Bosworth spoke of the family's 
ongoing sadness as the man charged 
with her brother's murder appeared in 
court last week. 

Rev Suddards was found with multiple 
stab wounds at his vicarage in Thornbury, 
South Gloucestershire on February 14th. 
Mrs Bosworth told of her only brother's 
intellect, great humanity and understand¬ 
ing of the suffering of others. 

She said in a statement released by Avon 
and Somerset Police that the family was 
| still struggling to come to terms with his 
tragic and untimely death, which had 
shocked all those who had known him 
to the core. 

Mrs Bosworth said: "In the weeks 
since it happened, we have been 
heartened by the many tributes to 
John from his friends and colleagues 
across the dioceses where he worked 
in Essex and more recently in South 
Gloucestershire. 

"He was admired for his clearness 
of vision, his intellect, his great hu¬ 
manity and understanding of the 
suffering of others. He believed in 
being there for any person in need. 
"That such a modest, unassuming 


and peaceful man could die in such terrible circum¬ 
stances is unimaginably hard to accept. It has turned 
our world upside down and put us in a situation where 
the one person to whom we would normally turn for 
help, has been taken from us. 

"However we have at all times been encouraged by 
the love and support of John's colleagues, friends and 
parishioners, whom we would like to thank most sin¬ 
cerely for their messages of condolence and letters 
telling us what John meant to them." 

She added: "When John made the decision to be¬ 
come a priest, he told people that he felt he could help 
others more effectively as a priest than as a barrister. 

"This change of career was no surprise to me; John 
had always attended church and had a strong Christian 
faith. Even as a little boy, he preferred castles and 
churches to sport or beaches, and went to Sunday serv¬ 
ices more enthusiastically than the rest of the family. 

"It seems fitting that his funeral will be held at St 
Mary's in Thornbury, a beautiful grade one listed Nor¬ 
man church with a castle next to it." 

Rev Suddards was Mrs Bosworth's only sibling, a dear 
brother, and much loved uncle to her three children. 

She said:"We miss his warm smile, his wisdom and his 
wicked sense of humour. He will be greatly missed." 

Stephen Farrow appeared via videolink at Bristol 
Crown Court from Long Lartin Prison in Worcestershire 
on Friday, March 9th. 

The 47-year-old, of no fixed address, is charged with 
the vicar's murder between February 13th and 14th. 

Prosecutor Sian Sullivan asked the Recorder of Bristol, 
Judge Neil Ford QC, for Farrow's plea and case manage¬ 
ment hearing to be rescheduled for June 29th. 

Judge Ford remanded Farrow into custody.

A BRIDPORT resident has published a book 
shedding light on the experiences of 
women as they get older.

of trust. They want these stories out there... 
they want people to hear them." 

Born to missionaries in China, Christine 
moved to Bridport aged four, moving into 
her uncle and aunt's house in what is now 
the post office on East Street two years 
later. 

Although her rich and varied life has 
taken her as far as Trinidad, Australia and 
France, and to stints on demonstrations 
and peace camps, she has always main¬ 
tained links to the Bridport area. 

She realises that, with her strong urge to 
put the world to rights, she has more in 
common with her evangelical father than 
she might have liked, given her disapproval 


of missionary work. 

"A bit of me will always be like that," she 
says, "my evangelical side is a curious gift 
that my father gave to me." 

Christine has refused to draw any conclu¬ 
sions from writing the book. 

"I'm just interested in the stories and what 
we can get from them... I've just always 


wanted people to wonder about stuff. 

"I don't want to change people's minds 
about things. Though that would be nice," 
she adds with a smile.

Trading estate group public meeting

and its status as a Conserva¬ 
tion Area. 

An ESM spokesman said: 
“We believe there is a real 
opportunity to nurture, ex¬ 
pand and create employ¬ 
ment, tourism and 
apprenticeship here. 

“We are looking forward 
to hearing ideas from the 
wider community on March 
15th.”

Re:'Campaign for better play parks 7 . 

View from Bridport, February 29th 

EVERYONE wants the best for their kids, and for 
everyone else's kids come to that, so any move or 
"campaign"to improve and update any play area any¬ 
where is to be welcomed. 

The sort of support you're likely to get for any initia¬ 
tive can often depend on how you set about things. 
It's a pretty good idea to present evidence, rather 
than opinion - although opinions matter too - and to 
make sure that that evidence is accurate and in¬ 
formed. 

To quote from your article: "Parents accused the 
town council of spending more money on the West 
Bay play park.. .because it serves tourists in the sum¬ 
mer" and "They put the one in West Bay for the holi¬ 
day makers and I think it's a shame they don't do 
anything for the people of Bridport.'" 

Putting aside the fact that West Bay is actually a part 
of Bridport (and not everyone who lives there is a hol¬ 
iday maker) the play park was of course designed by 
young people of Bridport - including one who just 
happens to live in West Bay. 

The area in question was identified a number of 
years ago as a possible site for a "teenage playground" 
because no other area was available for development. 

Why a "teenage" playground? Because younger 
teenagers (still children, we sometimes seem to for¬ 
get) rather like playgrounds still, and inevitably faced 
the disapproval of some protective parents of 
younger children. 

This reached faintly ridiculous proportions in one 
playground, where a teenager was allowed to take 
her little sister into the area, but then had to go and 
stand outside - because she was 14. 

The West Bay area was designed by young people 
being mentored on the Summentor Project - these 
were the victims of bullying, some had behavioural 
issues, some were simply shy or suffered from rural

isolation, were burdened by negative family dynam¬ 
ics (etc). They did a brilliant job. 

Three years after doing that brilliant job, and no 
thanks to a Lottery system that (at the time) purely 
failed to deliver what it had promised, the West Bay 
Play Area was finally realised. 

A number of the original young people had stayed 
with it, and even raised a few thousand pounds to 
make it possible (they were honoured by being 
awarded the accolade of'West Dorset Youth Champi¬ 
ons' by your newspaper last year).Typical of young 
people, as I have found over many years, they didn't 
actually want something exclusively for themselves, 
a "teenage" playground, but something that everyone 
could enjoy - as one of them, Nathan Baxter, put it: 
"For everyone from 0 to 99 years." 

I'm not honestly sure how many at either end of that 
spectrum have actually used the area, but I have a 
feeling the young creators meant holidaymakers to 
be included in this. They have certainly included the 
residents of Bridport, who use it extensively - the 
number of compliments we have all received bear 
testimony to this. 

We're fortunate with our town council - they listen. 
It's a good idea, therefore, to talk with them. I under¬ 
stand our rather excellent and very (very) pro-active 
Town Surveyor, Daryl Chambers, has invited one of 
the campaigners to sit on the steering group looking 
at what local play areas need: I know the young mum 
in question, and I think (if she decides to accept the 
invitation) that she'd do a good job. And that is the 
best way to proceed - by working together. 

Just as, initially, the Dorset Youth Service and, lat¬ 
terly, local charity BYPAT did with the town council to 
make the West Bay Play Area something very special 
- something that everyone can enjoy (even tourists).

Rochester agreed, saying: "It's a 
very good project to get people 
to interface with each other... you 
learn things. 

"I think it's been very good, very 
interesting and very helpful for fu¬ 
ture conversations we'll be having 
in Bournemouth". 

For the Bridport dignitaries it 
was not just about to exchanging 
ideas, it was also a chance to show 
off the results of the £1.4m reno¬ 
vation work that has transformed 


the town hall. 

Mayor of Blandford Forum, Cllr 
Esme Butler, who has been work¬ 
ing on the redevelopment of their 
own town hall for nine years, was 
impressed with the new-look 
building. 

"It's great to see it finished and 
looking so different. It's a long 
haul upwards so to see something 
finished and working marvelously 
for the community is inspiring". 

Cllr Rickard believes civic days 



like this are essential to encourage 
cooperation between Dorset's 
towns. 

He said: "There could be a ten¬ 
dency in a rural county for towns 
to become isolated. Competitive¬ 
ness between towns could easily 
lead to isolationism, but by having 
a network of mayors we are more 
supportive of each other".

(RTI) system will go ahead as planned. RTI is designed 
to improve the operation of Pay As You Earn (PAYE): 
Fora small number of employers this means the new 
system will commence from April 2012, with a full 
migration to RTI bv all employers before October 
2013. 

What is RTI? 

RTI is the new system for reporting pay, tax, Nl and 
other details direct to HMRC every time an employee 
is paid, rather than at year end as it happens now. 

RTI is being implemented to reduce the number of 
coding errors, to allow HMRC to chase late payments 
more effectively and to replace the stressful end of 
year P35 submission. RTI will also be a key factor in

So far HMRC has identified over 100 potential pieces 
of information to be transmitted over the RTI 
programme and roughly 80% of these are directly 
relevant to most employers. However as the RTI 
system is still under development the final list may be 
longer. 

What does RTI mean for your business? 

RTI will require employers to transmit details of pay¬ 
ments, deductions and other details, along with 
additional information including number of hours 
worked, via the internet using the Government 
Gateway or Electronic Data Interchange (EDI). The 
preferred BACS Channel is still under review. 

As part of the migration employers will have to go 
through a process called'Payroll Alignment'. This is a 
process to make sure that the data held by the 
employer and the data held by HMRC is in agreement. 


The precise alignment submission will depend on the 
individual employers'circumstances, but for small - 
medium employers this will be a Full Payment 
Submission (FPS). Details of all employees, current 
and leavers in the tax year, including full name, 
address, date of birth and possibly passport details. 

These changes will have a big impact on small 
employers to ensure that they meet with the new 
requirements. Commercial software developers are 
busy updating their payroll packages to comply with 
all HMRC's stringent conditions; this will inevitably 
lead to an increase in software charges. 

This is not something that can be ignored or left 
until the last minute, it requires forward planning. 
Improving your payroll data quality is vital for a 
successful transition to RTI. Data quality problems are 
caused by holding the incorrect information about an 
individual.

T HETalbot Arms, in the heart of the village of Uplyme, near Lyme Regis, is a fam¬ 
ily friendly pub that has an idyllic setting on the banks of the river Lym. Under 
the ownership of Steve and Wendy Gardner, the pub has built an excellent local 
reputation for serving up hearty portions of quality home cooked pub food. 

After my usual Sunday morning round of golf, I was feeling extremely hungry and 
went for lunch at the Talbot Arms, and I was in for quite a treat. As soon as you walk 
through the front door you are greeted by a warm and friendly atmosphere, with 
very helpful staff, and importantly for me, a choice of quality local ales! 

I settled for a pint of Otter Bitter, and a table by the fireplace, which in the winter 
only adds to the warm, cozy nature of the pub. Not wasting any time, I went up to 
the carvery to the choice of meats. There was a beautiful joint of Beef, along with 
Ham andTurkey. Unsurprisingly, I opted for a bit of all three! The beef was cooked to 
absolute perfection, and you are given the choice if you would prefer a slice from 
the well done part of the joint, or the pink part, which as a true red blooded male I 
opted for, and it really was melt in the mouth good. 

Having selected my meats and gravy I then turned to the hot plate on the right, 
and had a huge selection of fresh vegetables to choose from, certainly enough to 
satisfy any appetite! The selection included Talbot Arms specialities of Cauliflower 
cheese, as well as curried leeks, I'm not normally a big fan of either of these vegeta¬ 
bles but let me tell you these variations are both truly delicious, and really make what 
I perceive as quite boring vegetables into something quite vibrant and exciting. 
There was also all the usual trimmings you would expect to find such as carrots, roast 
potatoes, Yorkshire puddings, red cabbage, broccoli, stuffing, and much more.

1AM response to PACT'S 
older driver report 


1AM chief executive Simon Best said: 
"With the number of drivers over the age 
of 80 now over one million, a strategy 
for this area is essential. 

"Older people need their cars which 
give them better mobility and access to 
more activities and services. Those who 
wish to continue driving beyond the age 
of 70 should only be prevented from 
doing so if there are compelling reasons. 
Rather than seeking to prevent older 
people from driving, we should make 
them more aware of the risks they face, 
and offer them driving assessments to 
helpthem eliminate bad habits. Driving 
helps older people play a full and active 
part in society." 

A national strategy for an ageing car¬ 
driving population is vital, a report by a 
Whitehall advisory body has said. 

The number of older motorists hold¬ 
ing driving licences has risen consider¬ 
ably in recent years, the report from the 
Parliamentary Advisory Council for 
Transport Safety (Pacts) said. 

But it added that reductions in the 
number of people killed or seriously in¬ 
jured on the roads have fallen far more 
slowly among older drivers. 

The report said that while only 15% 
of over-70s held a driving licence in 
1975, the figure for 2010 was nearly 
60%. Also, 80% of current 60-69 year 
olds hold licences and will continue to 
drive for around the next 20 years. More 
than 80% of 30-39 year olds are licence 
holders and will drive until at least 2050. 

Pacts said: "The report therefore con¬ 
cludes that older road users are here to 


stay and that a national strategy for an 
ageing population is vital." 

The report also pointed out that 
pedestrian deaths and serious injuries 
among all ages had fallen 41% between 
2000 and 2010, but the fall for 60 to 69- 
year-old pedestrians was 37%, for 70- 
79 year olds it was 40% and for those 80 
or over it was 33%. 

The car-occupant death and serious 
injury reduction for all ages between 
2000 and 2010 was 54%. But the fall for 
60-69 year old car occupants was only 
44%, with the decline for 70-79 year 
olds being 43% and for those aged 80 or 
over it was only 16%. 

The report also drew the distinction 
between road users who were at risk 
and who posed a risk to others. Older 
road users tended to be in the former 
group, it said. 

The report added that it was therefore 
essential that planning decisions were 
"health-checked" for older people and 
that the medical profession was more 
effective in giving advice on both phys¬ 
ical and mental fitness to drive. 

Pacts executive director Robert Gifford 
said: "Over the next decade the balance 
of the population in this country will 
change. Older people need to be kept 
mobile and safe. I hope that this report 
will generate a national discussion 
about the state of our pavements and 
the relevance of self-regulation when it 
comes to giving up your driving licence. 
We need to move beyond seeing older 
people as a problem to viewing them as 
contributing to a mixed society."

Seat reveals lower prices for new Ibiza Range 


FRESH from its triumphant debut at the recent Geneva Motor Show 
the latest iteration of SEAT'S most successful and well-known 
model, the Ibiza supermini, is being prepared for its UK showroom 
launch next month. 

Just days after the wraps came off the new version of SEAT'S multi¬ 
million seller in Switzerland, SEAT UK is confirming exact pricing and 
specification details of the new range which will be available to 
order this month. 

The great news for Ibiza buyers is that the new model is intro¬ 
duced without a price increase over the outgoing car. In fact SEAT 
is confirming that the majority of New Ibiza derivatives will be avail¬ 
able at a lower price than their outgoing equivalents. 

Thus the entry-level New Ibiza - the 1.2-litre 60 PS E in three-door 
SC bodystyle - remains available at just £9,995 RRP on the road. 

As before, the UK range extends up from the E through S A/C and 
SE to the sporty FR model. For the first time, too, New Ibiza ST buy¬ 
ers will be able to enjoy the dynamic delights of an FR version as 
SEAT expands its Formula Racing sub-brand to its svelte supermini 
estate. 

The core basic model in the new line up - the SEAT Ibiza S A/C - 
is offered at an average of £300 less than the outgoing S Copa edi¬ 
tions. The most affordable Ibiza 5dr is therefore the 1.2 70 PS S /C 
model, at just £11,430 RRP on the road. This engine is also now 
available in the Ibiza ST body style, giving it a significantly reduced 
starting price of only £12,140 RRP. 

On the mid-level New Ibiza SE, there's a similar £300 average price 
reduction versus the outgoing SE Copa. Here, all Ibiza body-styles 
have the same four derivatives on offer. The accessible 1.4 85 PS 
petrol model is joined by the sprightly 1.2 TS1105 PS, with state-of- 
the-art seven-speed DSG for those who require an automatic. Two 
diesels are offered in this spec; the hyper-frugal 92 g/km 1.2TDI 75 
PS Ecomotive and the 1.6TDI 105 PS. The latter is available in SE 
trim for the first time. 

The great news for fans of SEAT'S sporty and stylish FR trim is that 
it now occupies an even more affordable place in the extensive Ibiza 
range, with engine availability widened to include turbocharged 
105 PS units in both petrol and diesel. The established higher-end 
FR derivatives - 1.4-litre TSI 150 PS DSG-auto and 2.0-litre TDI 143 
PS turbodiesel - are also available at much lower prices - up to a 
massive £1,100 less, in fact. For the very first time FR is also now 
available on the Ibiza ST, for those who crave a practical yet gen¬ 
uinely sporty small estate. 

As on the outgoing model, the'walk'from any Ibiza SC model to 
the equivalent 5dr model is just £500. To move from 5dr to ST is an¬ 
other £710 in every case. 

Of course aside from compelling new prices, the design of the 
New Ibiza has been fully updated in line with SEAT'S latest styling 
direction. Since 2008 the brand has shown a stunning selection of 
concept vehicles - most recently the IBE, IBX and IBL - which point 
the way to a range of all-new models yet to come. 

Under the stewardship of new Head of Design Alejandro 
Mesonero-Romanos the New Ibiza takes on many of the sharp, dy¬ 
namic details which will be a hallmark of SEAT design in the coming 
years. 


Thus the New Ibiza boasts reshaped headlights that now include 
sculptural elements inside the clusters similar to the new Alhambra 
MPV and the recently-revised Exeo family of executive class saloons 
and estates. Specifying optional bi-xenon headlights also adds LED 
daytime running lights for an even bolder appearance. 

Elsewhere the front grille is smaller and sharper, front fog lights 
take on a rectangular shape and the front end on all models now 
features the sporty,'downward-facing'trapezoidal lower grille for¬ 
merly limited to FR and Cupra models. Finally, at the front, the re¬ 
vised bonnet features a strong central crease line - a key design cue 
taken from the IBE and IBL concept cars. 

At the back the New Ibiza's tail lights have been redesigned. 
Curved and semi-circular elements have been replaced with 
sharper lines while FR models gain LED tail lights for an even more 
distinctive light signature. The rear bumpers have been changed, 
too, with sharper lines tracing the rear'diffuser'section. 

Students of SEAT design might also spot that New Ibiza 5dr and 
ST models now feature gloss black'B'and'C'pillars, while eye-catch¬ 
ing new colours have been added to the palette, including Lima 
Green. New alloy wheel designs complete the exterior changes. 

Inside, new typography on the instrument dials and a refreshed 
climate control display makes things clearer and more stylish on the 
New Ibiza. There are redesigned steering wheels across the range, 
including a flat-bottomed design on FR. Finally even the glovebox 
has been enlarged, with significantly more storage and the addition 
of an interior light. 

Managing Director of SEAT UK, Peter Wyhinny, said: 'We're really 
excited about the imminent arrival of the New Ibiza in the UK. 

'This stylish new supermini ticks all the boxes for buyers by being 
not just significantly more modern to look at, more stylish, more 
practical and, with the debut of the Ibiza ST FR, significantly more 
fun. But, crucially, our best-seller is now also even more affordable, 
too! 

'SEAT celebrated record sales in the UK in 2011 and, with the ar¬ 
rival of the New Ibiza, I'm confident we can look forward to contin¬ 
uing that success through 2012 and beyond.'

FOLLOWING the Rallye Sunseeker the second National 
Championship motorsport event in two weekends came to 
Dorset in the form of the Motor Sports Association British 
CarTrials Championship at Hog Cliff Farm near Maiden New¬ 
ton. 

Organised by the Woolbridge Motor Club the event com¬ 
prised of two categories; the National event which catered 
for those contesting the British series and the Clubmans di¬ 
vision which was populated by drivers not registered for the 
national championships, and this included mostly local 
competitors.

Williams in his wake. 

The Clubmans category comprised of two classes. One 
well supported for front wheel drive machines and the sec¬ 
ond for sports cars. 

The former boasted an entry of 15 drivers. During the slip¬ 
pery first round Weymouth driver Graham Blake displayed 
his experience at the wheel of a Nissan Micra with total 
penalties of 53 points a mere brace of points ahead of Volk¬ 
swagen Golf exponent Paul Johnston who in turn headed 
James Forsyth by a single point.

By the end of the third round he was tying with Johnston 
for the class lead on 166 penalties. 

At the end of the trial he had only dropped a further 32 
points to take first overall in the two clubman's classes with 
a seven point advantage over Johnston, the winner of the 
front wheel drive class. 

The second class in the clubman's event saw the Austin 
Nippy of Alistair Stevenson involved in an epic battle with 
the John York's MG Midget. The Weymouth drivers enjoyed 
a day-long encounter with equal scores after the first round; 
73 penalty points each. 

By the halfway stage the MG man had opened up a lead 
of four but by the conclusion of the third round in drying 
conditions Stevenson had pulled one back. 

Would the eight tests of the final round be enough to steal 
the advantage? 

The answer was yes with the Nippy driver snatching the 
win by a single point having gained a clean (nil penalties) 
on the fourth section from the finish.

League title to mark 140th anniversary? 


I COUNTED myself fortunate to have been given 
an invitation to the Weymouth RFC vice-presi¬ 
dents' and sponsors' luncheon where, after a 
plaque had been unveiled to mark the club's 
140th season, by local member of parliament 
Richard Drax before the home side took on Ivel 
Barbarians from Yeovil. 

WEYMOUTH 77 IVEL BARBARIANS 10 

THERE was a discernable breeze blowing diago¬ 
nally across the pitch that threatened to play 
ducks and drakes with the place kickers but, other 
than that, conditions were ideal for open rugby, 
and the home side demonstrated this fact 
throughout the 80 minutes.
